Washington, April 8.—The record of 
the mooting lietwcen the president and 
the representatives of the six great 
powers is as follows: The powers rep­ 
resented were Great Britain, 
France, 
Germany, Russia, Austria and Italy. 
The procedure was unique In the U nit­ 
ed States, though doubtless a familiar 
one in iOuropean courts. The amb ssa- 
dcrs calk'd in a body at 
the White 
House, presented an address to Pre.«l- 
dent McKinley in the Blue Parlor, re ­ 
ceived his reply and then proceei’ed to 
the state department, where, with sol­ 
emn iiunetili0usnt.'ss they were reie.ved 
by Assistant Secretary Day in the dip­ 
lomatic room. 
Sir Julian I'auneefotr, 
the British ambassador, as dean of thu 
diplomatic corps, was the leader and 
spokf'sman at both oillcos. 


When the ambassadors bad greeted 
the pi c'sldent In person Hir Julian spi ke 
as follows: 


“Mr. President:—W e have been c»m- 
missioned by tin* great pov/ers of Ku- 
rope whom we ri'prcsent here today to 
approach your cxcclkney with a n u s- 
sage of friendshiii and peace at the 
present critical junctuie In thonlationH 
between the United States and Fpain, 
and to convey to you the sentlm tnis 
expressed in the collective note W’hich 
1 have the honor to 
place 
In your 
hands.” 


Thbs note is as follows; “The under­ 
signed 
n pre.'-'entatlves 
of 
Germany, 
Au.^trla-ilungary, France, Great B rit­ 
ain, Italy and Russia, duly authorized 
In that behalf, address, in the name of 
their respective governments,apres.'-ing 
appeal to the feelings of humanity and 
moderation of the president and of the 
American people In their existing dif­ 
ferences with Spain. 
They earnestly 
hope that further negotiations will 1 ad 
to an agreement which, while Boeuring 
the malntei'.anee of peace, will afford 
all nece.«?sary guarantees for the re-er- 
tablishirent of order in Cuba. The pow­ 
ers do not doubt that the hum anitarian 
and purely disinterested character e£ 
this representation will be fully recog­ 
nized and appreciated by the American 
nation.”

ing the necessary guarantees for the re­ 
establishment of order In the island, so 
terminating the chronic condition of 
disturbance there which so deeply In­ 
jures the Interests and menaces the 
tranquillity of the American nation by 
the character and consequences of the 
struggle thus kept up at our doors, be­ 
sides shocking Its sentiment of human­ 
ity. 


“The government of the United States 
appreciates the humanitarian and dis­ 
interested character of the commun^lca- 
tlon now made on behalf of the powers 
named, and for Its part Is confident 
that equal appreciation will be shown 
for Its cwn earnest and unselfish en­ 
deavors to fulfill a duty to humanity 
by ending a situation the Indefinite pro­ 
longation of which has become Insuffer­ 
able.” 


The party then withdrew to the state 
department and repaired In a body to 
the diplomatic room, where they held a 
conference with Judge Day, assistant 
secretary of state, Secretary Sherman 
having gone home to lunch before their 
arrival. This conference took a wider 
range, and went considerably outside 
of the address delivered to the president. 
While the diplomatists were at first re­ 
ceived together, they 
soon 
separated 
with the apparent purpose of present­ 
ing the views of their several govern­ 
ments separately, which they did in 
conference with Judge Day. These con­ 
ferences lasted for about half an hour, 
the several diplomatists leaving sep­ 
arately. Shortly afterwards Judge Day 
left the state department, declining to 
say more than to refer Inquirers to the 
ambassadors and the reply of the pres­ 
ident.

States,

Correo 
is 
repre­ 
sented as expressing a hope that it may 
»till be averted “because It Is known 
that President McKinley’s message to 
the American congress will refer neith­ 
er to Independence nor to Intervention.'' 


General Correoadded: “In thuschang- 
ing his attitude President McKinley re­ 
sponded doubtless 
to 
Spain’s 
deter­ 
mined conduct, and had we not bowled 
our heads at the time w'e suffered our 
first humiliation we should not find our­ 
selves where We are today. 
I am net 
of those who blindly shout ‘victory’ 
should there be a rupture and hostili­ 
ties, but I believe that of the two evils 
war Is preferable to humiliation.” 


The Heraldo’s Information points to 
the fact that war is Inevitable, but the 
newspaper .still attaches great impor­ 
tance to the action of the ministers ot 
the powers at Washington. 
The Lib­ 
eral says It considers the rupture be­ 
tween Spain and the United Stiites an 
nccompllshed fact, as a consequence of

United States Minister Woodford has 
issued a statem ent to the Spanish press. 
In which he says that “last September

this permission is effective today. The 
Spanish government is at complete lib­

“The American minister has received 
nothing but courtesy from the people 
of Madrid. He has never had the slight­ 
est apprehension as to his own personal 
security, or that of his family. 
He is 
working for peace and, despite all ru­ 
mors to the contrary he still hopes 
peace will be kept between Spain and 
the United States, and that peace w’ill 
soon be re-established In Cuba, based 
upon absolute justice, with protection 
for the great American Interests In that 
island and the maintenance of the honor 
of Spain.”

London, April 8.—A apeclal dispatch 
from Madrid saya that the ambassadors 
of France, Germany, Russia and Italy 
waited together last evening upon Senor 
Gullon, the foreign minister, and pre­ 
sented a joint note in the Interests of 
peace.

clared. according to the dispatch, that 
the members of the Spanish cabinet 
were 
unanimous In considering 
that 
Spain had reached "the limit of Inter­ 
national policy In the direction of con­ 
ceding the demands and allowing the 
pretensions of the United States.” 


The Madrid correspondent of The 
Daily Mall says: 
“The subscriptions to 
the national war fund which the gov­ 
ernment has oi>ened will be deposited 
In the Bank of Spain at the disposal of 
the government. 
Army, navy and all 
government, provincial and municipal 
officials will contribute at least one 
day’s pay. 
Private corporations and 
clubs, as well as newspapers, have con­ 
voked 
meetings 
to make 
the sub­ 
scription as big and popular as possible. 


“All the steamship firms of Valencia 
have offered all their vessels as pri­ 
vateers. and a number of ship captains 
have called upon the naval commander 
at Barcelona asking for letters of mar­ 
que. 
Similar requests have been re­ 
ceived 
from abroad, especially 
from 
France. The offers of money from the 
provinces toward the fund to increase 
the strength of the navy are said to be 
encouraging the government. Xt Is said 
that Biscay alone has offered over 25,- 
000,000 pesetas.

The tifo plngne crept along ilowly. 
f\<t sorely. First it took poor old Pepe,
